General — While crop prospects 
have improved in Alberta and a bet- 
terment is noted in the Saskatchewan 
feed situation, crops over a wide area 
in Saskatchewan will be largely a to- 
tal loss, with low yields in districts 
where conditions have been more fa- 
vorable, Cutting has commenced in 
some districts of the prairies. In Que- 
bec and Ontario favorable growing 
conditions prevail generally and pros- 
pects are good, Cutting of fall wheat 
is well advanced in Ontario and 
Threshing has commenced in southern 
districts, with yields and quality that 
are variable owing to damage from 
excessive moisture. The Maritime pro- 
viness have experienced continued hot 
weather during the past week, with 
benefit to all growing crops. Through. 
out British Columbia warm dry wea- 
ther has prevailed and excellent crops 
of grains, vegetables and fruits are 
expected, 

Alberta — Tdeal growing weather 
and general rains, except in the south- 
east, have been very beneficial to late 
sovm crops. Crops in the east central 
area and the extreme southeast will 
be very light. Slight hail damage has 
occurred in the central and northeast- 
ern areas, The pasturage and feed 
situation has improved.

Wild Mustard Problem 

The artist may rave over the riot 
of couour displayed by the fields of 
the countryside in June, an enthusi- 
asm not shared by the farmer who de- 
plores the golden hue of the wild mus- 
tard bloom which dominates the field 
and foretells a serious diminution in 
yield of grain, Wild mustard is dif- 
ficult to eradicate, as the seed may 
lie dormant in the soil for years, 
awaiting conditions favourable for 
germination, The weed is a real prob- 
fem in Ontario and in many sections 
of the Prairie Provinces where it is 
spreading rapidly, Attempts to con- 
tro] it by spraying with a dilute solu- 
tion of sulphuric acid ,;when the grain 
is about four inches high, have met 


i with some success experimentally, but 


special machinery is required, and sul- 
phurie acid is not a nice substance to 
handle, Dusting with pulverized cyan- 
amid has proved egective against wild 
mustard in Europe, and there seems 
to be no reason why it could not be 
used successfully in Canada for the 
same purnose, It is necessary that the 
eyanamid be dusted on when the foli- 
age is damp, in order that the sub- 
stance may adhere to the rough 
leaves of the weed. Used in this way, 
evanamid plays the dual role of herb- 
icide and fertilizer,
